‘Order was restored, but in the firing which 
seourred before the troops arrived an §-year- 
oe Cuban child was killed by a stray bullet. 

Gpanish territory in the new world is now 
eto a narrow strip of land between 
Havana harbor and Galiano street. The 
fags of Cuba libre and the United States 
are waving within two blocks of the Prado, 
eat boulevard which runs through the 
genter of Havana. 


Joyful Demonstrations. 

Monserrate having been evacuated, the 
place was alive toda yewfth Cubans and people 
fiom the United States. The scene enacted 
et Cerro and Vedado last week and at Jesus 
Monte yesterday was repeated at Mon- 
grrate. There Was even a greater demon- 
gration, for Monserrate comes almost to the 
Some of the flags leaped across the 
@yiding line and waved on the Spanish side. 
‘The celebration which began on Christ- 
mas night today reached its height. Crowds 
men and women waving Cuban and Amer- 
fan flags and carrying branches of trees 
paraded the streets, shouting and singing. 
Boxes were picked from the fronts of stores 
used as drums Firecrackers and sky- 
feckets were exploded in all the streets. A 
procession that was typical of liberty and 
Mappiness moved through the streets of 
Monserrate all day and paraded up and down 
Neptuno street this evening. A big Cuban 
Hegre with @ liberty cap on his hea@unt« 
drum baton, which previously had 
Gone duty as a stick of cordwood, led the 
procession. He had a Cuban flag on his 
shoulders. Every few feet he would whirl 
about and shout Cuba Libre!” The parade 
Would move more rapidly and the men and 
women marchers as they moved along would 
ging the words Cuba Libre” in a sort of 
hoarse chant. 

Cheers and Flowers.

Havana, Dec. 26.—The American Evacua- 
tion Commissioners will tomorrow issue the 
following proclamation to the inhabitants 
of the Island of Cuba: 

„The undersigned commissioners on the 
part of the United States, having been in- 
vested with power by the President to ar- 
range for and execute the evacuation of 
Cuba and adjacent islands, and also taking 
over the public property of Spain, have en- 
tered ‘into an agreement with the commis- 
sioners on the part of Spain for the final cere- 
monies and regulations to be observed and 
carried out on the Ist day of January and 
thereafter until all Spanish troops shall have 
embarked for repatriation and the same 18 
published for the guidance of the inhabi- 
tants and others outside of the Santiago dis- 
trict. 

“The undersigned desire in this public 
manner to impress and enjoin upon all the 
people of the island the necessity for strict 
compliance with the terms of this agree- 


ment., to the end that public order and due re- 


spect for the gravity of the occasion may pre- 
vail, and especially to admonish all classes 
of people to exercise self-restraint and mod- 
eration and refrain from giving cause of of- 
fense or irritation and from the exhibition of 
excitement, undue manifestation of feeling, 
or from doing any act calculated to produ 
irritation or bad feeling.

Returns Verdict of Heart Disease in 
Helga Poisoning After Hearing of 
Mrs. Funk’s Confession—Finding on 
Doctor’s Post-flortem Report. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 26.—[Special.}]—The 

investigation into the murdér of Chris 
Melga, to which Albert and Ingela Funk 
have confessed, has brought to light a start- 
ling condition of affairs in the Coroner's 
office. 
It appears from the investigation made 
by the police and admitted by John Winken- 
werder, the Coroner, that he was told all 
about the murder of Melga before he held 
an inquest on the body, and, in spite of this 
fact, that he rendered a verdict of death 
from heart failure. 

Old Melga was murdered for his money 
by Mr. and Mrs. Funk Dec. 10. The same 
day Mrs. Funk went to see a Mrs. Mar- 
quaret, who lives in the Town of Lake, 

She told Mrs. Marquaret that Funk had 
compelled her to put a dose of poison in 


FILIPINO CABINET QUITS. 


AGUINALDO’S APPOINTEES ADJOURN 
CONGRESS AND RESIGN POSITIONS. 


Revolutionary Government Finds 
Trouble in Making a Constitution 
and Suddenly Abandons the Work— 
Aguinaldo Arrives at Suburb of 
Manila—He Is Said to Be Striving to 
Overcome the Hostility of Militant 
Faction Toward the Americans. 


Manila, Dec. 26.~—The so-called congress of 
the revolutionary government of the Filip- 
inos, which has been in session for some time 
at Malolés, has unexpectedly adjourned, 
owing to the difficulty of formulating a con- 
stitution. 

The Cabinet of President Aguinaldo, ap- 
pointed at Bacoor on July 18 last, and named 
in the Bacoor proclamation issued that day, 
has resigned. 

General Aguinaldo, who had deen at

The beef question will be gone into pretty 
thoroughly by the commission, but it is not 
believed this matter will be taken up tomor- 
row, as the full commission will not be here 
and both Mr. Swift and General Eagan de- 
sire to be heard by the whole commission. 

General Eagan says no chemicals were 
used in preparing the refrigerated beef fur- 
nished the soldiers, but says it is of exactly 
the same quality as that consumed by the 
people of this country and was put through 
the same process. He is preparing a state- 
ment for submission to the commission giv- 
ing a history of the beef in the army, who is 


‘responsible for its introduction, where it was 


purchased, how much was paid for it, its 
condition when accepted, when given to 
the soldiers, and many other facts. 

General Eagan says owing to the climate 
of Cuba some of the meat naturally became 
unfit for use, but he cites instances where 
the volunteers condemned beef and threw it 
away. It was afterwards taken by the 
regulars, who pared off the outside and be- 
neath the surface found it to be perfectly 
sweet and in first-class condition. He has 
been told by persons who handle large quan- 
tities of beef that it frequently grows what 
is technically called a “ beard,” but when 
this is trimmed off the beef is sweet and its 
quality is not impaired. 

A Chicago officer who has just returned 
from Santiago; but who declines to permit 
his name to be used, says that the beef fur- 
nished the soldiers was good. He saw it 
taken from the refrigerator ships and placed 
in refrigerators in excellent condition, but 
said it must be cooked immediately after 
being taken from ice or it spoiled. No animal 
food will stand the Cuban climate, and he 
says the bodies of the dead putrify within 
six hours. General Miles is also preparing 
some data with which to substantiate his 
testimony before the commission, and he will 
give extracts from reports of officers which 
say the beef was not fit for a human being to 
eat. When the full commission arrives here 
some interesting developments are expected, 
owing to the prominence of those involved 
in the controversy, and before the hearings 
are concluded the merits or demerits of re- 
frigerated beef as army rations and for table 
use generally will be pretty well exploited. 

{Efforts to obtain an interview with Gustavus 
F. Swift at his residence, avenue, last 
night were futile. 

Several days ago, however, D. E. Hartnell, Sec- 
retary of Swift & Co., speaking of the criticisms 
by General Miles on army beef, said: 

The beef we sent to the army was just the 
game as we sell to our trade throughout the coun- 
tfy. It was the same beef, killed in the same 
way, and taken care of in the same way as that 
we sent to Burope. I presume General Miles now 
eats every day beef handled in the same way as 
was that sent to Cuba and Porto Rico. 

I Will state unqualifiedly that no chemicals of 
any kind were used in the dressed beef sent to the 
army: Identically the same course was followed 
with that beef as with all our product.“ ]

He did not report the 
matter to the police. 

Coroner Winkenwerder admits that he was 
told the story, but claims that when the 
doctors reported that the death was due to 
heart failure: there was nothing for him to 
do but to find a verdiet to that effect. 

He says he did not notify the police be- 
cause he did not deem it necessary. Deputy 
Coroncr Van Lare, who heard this, said: 

„That's where you made a mistake.“ The 
Coroner insists he was right. | 

The matter will probably result in a 
thorough investigation of the Coroner's 
office, notwithstanding that Mr. Winken- 
werder has only a few more days to serve.

Britisti Sloop of War De Braak, Sunk 


Ott Breakwater Below Philadelphia, 


Said to Be Filled with Spanish Gold, 
to Be Raised—Histor y of Boat. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 26.—[Special.]—An 
attempt is to again be made to locate the 
sunken British sloop of war, De Braak, which 
lies off the Delaware Breakwater, and bring © 
to the surface some, if not all, of the vast 
amount of treasure that, accerding to tradi- 
tion, ig confined within the hulk of this old 
craft. It js stated that the methodsiand 

This is by no means the first attempt that 
has been made to raise De Braak. 

The history of De Braak is an interesting 
one. It was a British sloop of war, captured 
from the Dutch, and, like all vessels of its 
time, was built of oak and teak. The Brit- 
ish government came into possession of it 
in 1787, and Captain James Drew, who is 
buried in Lewes, Del., was made its com- 
mander. Shortly before it foundered in a 
squall off the Delaware, it captured a Span- 
ish ship from La Plata, bound to Spain 
with a cargo of gold from the mines. Soon 
afterwards, according to report, it over- 
hauled the St. Francis Xavier and trans- 
ferred much precious metal to its own hold, 
While making for Cape Henlopen for fresh 
water it went down in a sudden squall. 
Some of its crew escaped’ but the majority 
perished. Reports then became. frequent 
of the existence of treasure, and ever since 
then the locality where it went down has 
been pointed to as one beneath which is 
buried a vast amount of treasure. Span- 
ish doubloons are reported to have washed 
ashore on the beach at Lewes and these 
have always since been looked upon as evi- 
dences of the existence of more.

FEW KNOW BANK SECRETS. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. | 
Lima, O., Dec. 26.—[Special.]—Under the 
Slare of two electric lights which burned in 
the office of the American National Bank 
unknown persons some time last night man- 
ipulated four combination locks, as wellasa 
time lock, cntered the vault, abstracted 
therefrum $18,169 in currency and gold, and 
then, without having been seen or heard in 
their operations, disappeared as completcly 
as though spirited away as the holiday were 
out by a Santa Claus with a phantom eigh. 

The American National Bank is situated 
at Main and High streets, the principal busi- 
ness corner of the city. The two lights. 
burning all the while in the bank office, cast 
a mellow light over the interior of the in- 
stitution, and yet the invaders succeeded in 
doing their work without inflicting the 
slightest damage to the costly and intricate 
mechanism of the five locks and getting 
away without leaving the slightest clew,,; 
unless their cunning as safe openers may be. 
considered as such. 

Safe experts confess their complete as ton- 
ishment. The feat has hitherto been regarded 
as impossible of execution. The haste of the 
thieves in finishing their work probably 
alone prevented discovery from being post- 
poned until 11 o'clock this morning.

The robbery was discovered at 7 o’chock by 
Janitor Elijah Bowsher, who found the 
outer door of the vault open about eighteen 
inches. The bolts were thrown as they 
would have been if the door had been locked, 
the four inner combination locks were ap- 
parently untouched, and the inner door of 
the vault, as well as he two doors of the 
money safe and the door of the money vault 
in the money safe, were all closed, just as.

The securities of the bank, a lot of signed 
blank drafts and a pile of counted silver in 
packages, were all left untouched. The 
robbers evidently did not care to weigh them 
selves down with silver or to risk detection 
by carrying with them identifiable paper. 

A private safe belonging to a citizen’ 
Lima which occupies a more conspicuohs 
plact in the bank vault than the money safe, 
was apparently not opened. It was found 
locked, and there was no sign it had been 
molested. This safe contained no money. 
The safety deposit boxes in the same vault 
were also unopened, as far as can be told. 
They contained a lot of silver plate, but no 
maney. 14 

A bunch of keys was found in the vault. 
These keys, it developed afterward, belonged 
to the bank. The ring contained only safety 
deposit keys and desk keys. How it came to 
be in the vault is not known, but no impor- 
tance is attached to the discovery.

The American National Bank Is capitalized 
at $100,000. It was organized two years age 
as a private banking house by Joseph Gold- 
smith and Gus Kalb, clothiers of this city, 
Last June it was incorporated under the 

present name and has been prosperous and 
has enjoyed high standing. : . 

The officers are: N. L. Michael, President; 
Joseph Goldsmith, Vice President; Gus Kalb, 
Cashier; Harry Jones, Assistant Cashier. 

Mr. Goldsmith is one of the most widely 
known citizens of Lima. He was for years 
proprietor of the Lima House. He is grad- 
ually retiring from business and has sold 4 
considerable part of his stock in the Dank, 
He is advanced in years, well to do, and of 
unimpeached character. 

Kalb and Michael are understood to owm 
the majority of the bank stock. They have

HELP. FOR. BEMINI - ISLANDS. 
Starving Natives on Storm-Swept Brit- 


ish Colony to Be Provided 
with Food. 


Nassau, N. P., Dec. 24—via Miami, Fla., 
Dec. 26.— [Special. I—It was by the merest 
chance that the Governor learned today of a 
famine which threatens to depopulate the 
Bemini Islands. 

The news came in a cable dispatch sent 
from Havana by acting British Consul Jer- 
ome. Supplies have been hurried aboard a 
steamer, which will sail tomorrow to the 
relief of the suffering islanders, many of 
whom have died of starvation. 

The whole population is confined chiefly 
to the Island Bemini, which is the most 
westerly of the group, It is about 150 miles 
east of Miami, Fla., and 150 miles north- 
west of Nassau. 

The group is the westernmost of the Brit- 
ish possesslons in the Bahamas. The total 
population numbers about 800, mostly 
blacks. Six hundred of this number live on 
Bemini. Only 100 of them are whites. 

The recent storm destroyed or carried out 
to sea all the sailing craft, and reports of 
many wrecks along the Sounds“ where 
the spongers are at work are expected, with 


a long list of lives lost. | 
When the storm abated the inhabitants 


found themselvés without food, for their lit-_ 


tle farms were destroyed. The surrounding 
water is too shoal for steamers to pass near 
the islands, and they keep well out to sea 
to avoid the additional danger of reefs. 

One small boat found on the island was 
badly damaged, but after a day’s work mak- 
ing it fit for sea, six men put out in it to hail 
the first steamer passing to westward. 

They had no food for a day and a night 
before they sighted the Spanish mail steam- 
er Alicante, Captain Oliver, bound for Ha- 
vana. .. 

Three of the men were overcome by hun- 
ger and the other three were 80 weak that 
they were about to give up the search for 
sir rete’ tor their starving comrades on the 
island.

SHOT AND EXPIRES 


: _ IN PATROL WAGON. 


Night Watchman William Krueger; 

His Slayer, Who Says He Fired in 
‘Self-Defense and Edmund, Beggs 
Arrested and Locked Up. 


William Krueger, a night watchman in 
Louis Hutt’s planing mill and lumber yard, 
476 Twenty-second street, last night shot 
Edward D. Murphy, a teamster, in the ab- 
domen. Murphy died in the Twenty-second 
street patrol wagon on the way tothe Coun- 
ty Hospital and his body was taken to the 
county morgue. Krueger and Edmund 
Beggs, who was in company with Murphy 
when the shooting took place, were arrested 
and locked up at the Twenty-second Street 
Station. | 

According to Krueger’s story, which the 
police are inclined to believe, the shooting 
was done in self-defense. Krueger has been 
employed as night watchman in the lumber 
yards for several years and bears a good 
reputation. 

Murphy and Beggs were both teamsters, 
and lived at 316 Twenty-fourth street. 

A few minutes before 9 p. m. Krueger says 
he was in the engine-room of the planing 
mill when he heard cries for help. He ran 
out into Twenty-second street and saw four 
or five men in the middle of the street. 
Finally one of the men was knocked down, 
and Murphy and Beggs came toward him. 

What do you want?“ asked Krueger. 

We want you,” both men replied, at the 
same time calling Krueger names. 

Then, Krueger says, Murphy rushed at 
him and struck him in the fate. Heretreat- 
ed up a small bank by the sidewalk, closely 
followed by Murphy, whe again struck him. 
Krueger says he then fired one shot in the 
air to frighten the men away. Murphy re- 
treated a few steps and when he again start- 
ed toward Krueger the latter says he saw 
an open knife in his hand. Krueger shouted 
to Beggs to hold his friend back, but Murphy 
rushed at him, striking him in the face and 
knocking himdown. Krueger then fired two 
shots from his revolver. 

After the firing of the second shot Mur- 
phy reeled back, staggered a few steps, and 
fell against the planing mill. 


Policemen McGrath and Cerean placed 


Krueger and Beggs under arrest. It was not 
thought Murphy was badly wounded and 
on the arrival of the patrol wagon he was 
placed on the stretcher and lifted into the 
wagon. The two prisoners were placed in 
the same wagon and driven to the Twenty- 
second Street Station, after which the 
wagon started for the County Hospital with 
the wounded man. Just before the hospital 
was reached Murphy began to breathe 
heavily, and as the wagon stopped before 
the doors of the hospital he died. 

The body was carriéd into the examination 
room, where surgeons were called to at- 
tend him, but they announced that he was 
dead, and the body was removed to the 
morgue. 

Murphy was 38 years old and married. 
He had spent the afternoon and evening in 
Beggs’ company and both had been drink- 
ing heavily. 

Beggs told the police a version of the 
affair differing somewhat from Krueger’s. 

„Murphy and I had been celebrating 
Christmas,” he said. ‘‘ We spent the even- 
ing at Christy’s saloon, Twenty-second 
street and Stewart avenue. When we 
reached the lumber yards we decided to 
take a short cut to Twenty-fourth street 
from Twenty-second by walking through 
the yards. While we were walking back 
of the lumber office this watchman ap- 
proached and got officious. 

„Murphy got mad at him and some words 
were exchanged between the men. I can’t 
remember just what they were. The next 
thing I remember is that the watchman 
drew a gun and began shooting.“

gave it as his opinion that the watchman 
acted in self-defense. 

Both Krueger and Beggs will be held to 
await the result of the Corofier’s inquest.

Three North Side churches, not halt a mile 
apart, have suffered from mysterious fires 
within the last two months, and some of 
their members are beginnirg to wonder if.

setting fire to the houses of worship. The 
third of the series of mysterious fires oc- 
curred on Christmas night, when the Church 
of the Ascension, La Salle avenue and Elm 
street, was damaged to the amount of $25,- 
000, with no assignable cause for the origin 
of the fire but the remote one of eleetric light 
wires, which are supposed to have been well 
insulated. The other two church fires were: 
Fire in the Fourth Presbyterian Church, 
Superior and Rush streets, was started on 
Oct, 29, apparently by some one pouring 
kerosene or gasoline through an open base- 
ment window. St. Chrysostom’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Dearborn avenue, near 
Schiller street, on Dec. 16 was damaged to 
the extent of $600 by a fire which started in 
a part of the church remote from furnaces 
and electric wires, but also in easy reach 
of a basement window. Absolutely no other 
cause than incendiarism has been discov- 
ered in the case of these two fires. 
Members of the churches are reluctant to 
believe that any one would try to vent a 
petty spite in that way, even if such a spite 
exists. If the fires, which have caused a 
total damage of nearly $40,000 to North Side 
ecclesiastical property, were the work of fire- 
bugs, the belief is declared that they were 
set unintentionally by tramps or prowlers 
and not through any ill-will towards the 
churches, 


Church of the Ascension a Wreck. 
The loss at the Church of the Ascension 
by the fire of Christmas night will be bare- 
ly covered by $25,000. With almost the 
single exception of the white marble altar, 
the interior of both church and chapel is 
almost a wreck. The roof trusses of both 
are burned, the floor in the vestry-room has 
fallen in, and it will probably be neces- 
sary to rebuild the entire roof. The $3,000 
organ is filled with ice, and probably ruined. 
The first idea, and that given out while 
the fire was burning, that it originated from 
the furnace beneath the choirroom was 
dissipated yesterday when it was found 
that the woodwork about the furnace was 
not even charred. The plano and other 
furnishings of the cholrroom, which fronts 
La Salle avenue, were also intact. In the 
robing-room, opening into the cholrroom 
on the rear, the floor had caved in and the 
interior was a wreck. Apparently the fire 
originated under this room. There is no 
furnace near this part, and the only as- 


light wires which run beneath the floor. 

The costly gold communion set was found 
uninjured under a pile of débris. The vest- 
ments of the acolytes, and the costly lace, 
some of it brought from Rome, which was 
used on the altar, were destroyed. . 

F. W. Lee, treasurer of the church, was 
arrested last March on a charge of em- 
bezzling $2,500 of the church funds, and 
it was only by merest chance that all the 
church books and papers which are to be.

They were in a wooden cabinet in 
the vestry-room. Everything else in the 
room was reduced to charcoal, but the 
books were almost uninjured, and they will 
be presented as: evidence in the prosecution 
of Lee, according to G. A. Ranney, the pres- 
ent treasurer. 

fhe interior and roof of the chapel, and 
the windows and a large part of the roof 
of the main auditorium, are almost ruined 
by water, fire, and the axes of the fire- 
men, who were forced to chop away a great 
deal of the woodwork to get at the blaze. 
In the organ bench was $100 worth of 
music, which was ruined by water. 

The chapel, which is the least damaged, 
will be put in condition for use at once, and 
the members of the vestry decided at a meet- 
ing last night to hold no services until they 
could be held there. The work of rebuilding 
the rernainder of the edifice will necessarily 


go on more slowly. 


Origin of Fires a Mystery. 

In the case of the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church fire, the origin of the fire was clearly 
on a wooden plank suspended under an open 
basement window, remote from the furnace 
‘and gas. The marks left by the fire in the 
plank indicated that inflammable oil had 
been poured on it, and the fire from this had 
communicated to the wooden wainscoting. 
I. J. Geer, one of the trustees. ot the church, 
said yesterday the trustees had given up 
trying to solve the mystery, though Mr. Geer 
was reluctant to declare it incendiarism. 

The fire in St. Chrysostom’s Church was 
similar to that in the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church. There are no electric wires in the 
church and no furnace wifere the fire started. 
The sole gas jet in the room, which was light- 
ed, was found intact. The fire, after burning

He did not receive the news in time 
to start home before Tuesday, Dec, 20. 

Meanwhile everything was being done to 

reserve the body until he should arrive.

were living there alone and uncared for, so 
far as they knew, and a policeman was sent 
to see what the conditions were. A house- 
keeper was found and the report of the po- 
licaman quieted neighborly feeling. The 
father arrived on Friday. The children knew 
little of the man for whom they were keep- 
ing the body of their mother in respect to 
her last wish. In the eight years in which 
he had been in the silver mining country he 
had been home but once, that visit having 
been for a month five years ago.

STANLEY STATES NE 
WILL NOT SIGN DEATH 
WARRANT OF COLLINS. 


| Governor-Elect of Kansas Does Not Be- 
lieve in Capital Punishment, and Will 
Follow Example of Predecessors—In- 


— 


Topeka, Kas, Dec. 26.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor-elect Stanley will not sign a death 
warrant for John Collins. He said: “Ido 
not believe in capita] punishment, Should I 
Uve to be Governor, when Collins is to be 
sentenced either for life or for death by 
hanging I shall give him the former. I do 
not think any case would be so severe that 
I would sign the warrant of death. I do 
not mean by this that John Collins is not 
guilty of the murder of his father. The 
jury were the sole judges, and I take their 
decision as correct.“ 

In this Governor Stanley follows in the 
footsteps of his predecessors, although sev- 
eral former Governors believed in capital 
punishment but did not care to establish a 
precedent. The law makes it discretionary 
with the Governor. Several attempts have 
been made to have the Legislature repeal the 
law, giving the courts power to carry the 
sentence of death into effect, but without 
avail. There are at present about forty 
murderers in the penitentiary under death 
sentence, and it is safe to say they will re- 
main there for life, as there is no indications 
of legislative action on the subject and no 
possibility of any Governor taking upon him- 
self the duty of hanging them. 

When J. 8. Collins was murdered he car- 
ried $28,000 life and accident insurance. One 
of the instructions given by the court to the 
jury in the trial of John Henry Collins was 
if the beneficiary of an insurance policy mur- 
ders the assured he cannot collect the in- 
surance. Under this Kansas law the in- 
surance companies will not have to pay John 


able to him. It is thought that the insur- 
ance companies, except the Masonic and 
Oddfellows companies, will combine and re- 
fuse to pay any of the policies, 

The insurance companies, soon after the 
mutder, engaged John M. Wilkerson, ex- 
Chief of Police of Topeka, to try to prove 
Mr. Collins committed suicide, It is said 
Wilkerson was to get $2,000 if he gathered 

roofs of suicide that would stand in court.

The civil suit for the recovery of the in- 
surance will not be so interesting as the 
trial for murder. The verdict of conviction 
will be used as evidence. It is the opinion

ALASKA FOOD SUPPLY GOOD. 


Returned Gold-Seekers Arrive at Seat- 
tle with News from the Frozen 
Gold Fields. | 


Seattle, Wash., Dec; 26.—The steamer Far- 
ralon han arrived from Alaska with a num- 
ber of passengers from Dawson who came 
out over the ice. 

Among the passengers is Jack Carr, 
Yukon mall carrier, who left Dawson Nov. 
21. He says the population of Dawson City 
has materially decreased, it now being esti- 
mated at 16,000. Cost of living has also de- 
creased, good meals costing but a dollar. 
There will be no food shortage this winter. 

Thistle Creek, on the American side, is 
attracting considerable attention, pans aver- 
aging $25 being reported. 

The execution of. the four Dawson mur- 
derers—Ed Hen n, — White, Dawson 
Jim, and Joe Nantuck—has been postponed 
until March. | 

It is said that Indians of Alaska have peti- 
tioned Governor Brady to go to Washington 
to represent them in Congress. 

The body of J. H. Cadenhead, a Dominion 
land surveyor, was found frozen in the ice 
on the Klondike River near Dawson on Oct. 
27. He had left Sulphur Creek the day pre- 
vious and in the night had broken through 
the ice. Unable to pull himself out he slow- 
ly froze to death with his hands spread on 
the ice. Before tosing consciousness le 
took his field notes and papers from his 
pockets and threw them from him so that 
they might be picked up and saved. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 26,—Advices 
from Dawson City of Nov. 14 says reports 
from all creeks in the vicinity of Dawson 
City indicate the winter's product of gold 
will exceed that of last year by more than 
100 per cent. | 

Several persons are reported to have been 
frozen to death.

“I greet the Ivorites,” he said in the 
ginning of his address, because, alth 
they are bound in a fraternal order th 
work on the old principles of morality, 4 
do honor to the Welsh nation. But] don 
want to be a Welshman all of the l 
want to de an American. Yet I refuge to 
think of the Stars and Stripes as one na tio 
but rather as standing for the liberty of an 
nations. Even poor, ragged Spain comes in 
for some of our help and sympathy. 

The United States will not -be great 
cause she will have money to lend to Eu 
and there is no greatness in the skillful 
Yankee ay which sank a few rotten hulks 
at Manila. I do not detract from Dewe 
and Schley, but I have fought, too and 
know it is easier to die honorably than to 
live respectably, Men fought bravely in the 
civil war, and came home to shirk their 


taxes.“ 
Mayor of Toledo Speaks. 

Mayor Jones spoke in favor of munictpa] 
ownership of street railroa light 
plants, and other things that a city needs. 
„ “It has been my experience along the 
lines of social reform,” he said, “ that not 
the trouble comes from the dishonest politi. 
cian. The worst trouble is the dishonest 
citizen who places temptation in the Way of 
the officeholder. The present idea of suc- 
cess is to get on some one's back and make 
him work for our ends. The business-man 
offers the Alderman success in a lump and 
the poor creature falls, It is the business of 
a city to do all of its business for itself and 
cheapen the cost of transportation; lighting, 
ete., to the people. And the same thing ap- 
plies to the general government and the 
steam railroads, Toll gates were abolished 
in their time, and the same thing will come 
for railroads, for they are but highways,”

MERRITT ON THE PHILIPPINES. 
Though Major General Merritt is not 
to return to the Philippines he has lost 
none of his faith in their value as Ameri- 
can possessions. His opinions on the 
various problems connected with those is- 
lands and their future government are 
singularly clear and level-headed, and his 
utterances as printed in yesterday's 
Tripune are almost uniformly in accord 
with the views of the American people as 
a whole. His testimony as to the fear of 
Aguinaldo and the desire for American rule 
in the Philippines is valuable as the re- 
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General Merritt is thoroughly convinced 


that the Filipinos are at present incapable 
of self-government, and while he favors 
their ultimate autonomy he says there is 
no telling how long it may be before they 
will be fit to be intrusted with it. In the 
meantime a just and wise military gov- 
ernment by Americans is the thing most 
needed and desired by the better elements 
of all nationalities in the islands. His 
summing up of the whole matter of the 
Philippine Islands is well worth repeating: 


We are bound to hold them, and if we were not 
bound they are too valuable to let go, both in 
themselves and from the fact that they are the 
doorway to a vast trade in tea and 
india rubber and innumerable Eastern prod- 
ucts, and to an immense export trade 
which is just being opened up. If we dispose of 
them it will cause a European war. If we give 
them self-government now they will fall to fight- 
ing among themselves. There is apparently noth- 
ing left for us but to keep them until such timé 
as they are able to take care of themselves.

It has not increased the demand for 
Canadian products in Great Britain. It 
has not helped the English manufacturers. 
It has not decreased the volume of Ameri- 
can imports. Therefore the Canadians 
should hasten to repeal legislation which 
accomplishes nothing, but which is of- 
fensive to this country. How does the 
Dominion expect to settle its diffefences 
with the United States or make satisfactory 
trade arrangements with it as long as it 
retains an unfriendly discrimination on the 
statute books? This country is entitled to 
friendly discrimination: : 


DEMOCRATS DISAGREE WITH BRYAN. 
Bryan hopes the Democratic party will 
make his anti-expansion views an article of 
party faith. The indications are that his 
hopes will come to nothing. National ex- 
pansion was so long an article of the Demo- 
eratie creed that it is hard to get that or- 
ganization to oppose it merely because the 
latest additions to the national domain have 
been made under a Republican administra- 
tion. There isa feeling among many Demo- 
crats that the policy of opposing everything 
the Republicans do and insisting, for in- 
stance, that the Philippines be not retained 
because a Republican administration has 
acquired them, may be carried ‘too far. 
Democratic hostility to Bryan’s new issue 
is displayed in different quarters with dif- 
fering degress of energy. “ Bloody Bridles ” 
Waite of Colorade, who is always given to 
using strong language, declares that it 
would be “the acme of national infamy” 
to desert the Filipinos after the fashion 
suggested by Bryan. It would be, says the 
ex-Governor, “a cowardly crime to shirk 
the national responsibility we have incurred 
and abandon those islands ‘to the tender 
mercies of the great despotisms of Europe.“ 
The probabilities are that there are few men 
west of the Missouri among all those who 
supported Bryan in 1896 who do not feel as 
Waite does. The far West is more unani- 
mously in favor of the retention of the 
Philippines than any other part of the coun- 
try. 
The Monticello club of this city, an organ- 
ization of Bryanite Democrats, has adopt- 
ed resolutions declaring that the policy to 
be pursued regarding the Philippines is “a 
non-partisan question,” Consequently it 
should not be made a party issue as Bryan 
desires. The proposition of the club is that 
the treaty of peace shall be ratified promptly 
and that the Philippines shall be retained 
as American territory—in trust, however, 
for its inhabitants—and by assisting them 
in establishing at the earliest possible time 
a republican form of government which 
shall ‘ derive its just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed.“ 
This is not Bryan’s idea. He wants the 
Filipinos turned adrift at once and Aguin- 
aldo given a free hand. Ask a member of

LAWLESS POPULISTS, 

The contempt in which Kahsas Populists 
hold the fundamental principle that the 
majority should govern is illustrated by 
what they are doing now in that State. 
At the election last month the Republicans 
carried Kansas by a good-sized majority. 
They elected their Governor and a major- 
ity of the members of the Lower House of 
the Legislature. They would have secured 
the control of the Senate also had there not 
been so many Populist hold-overs. 

The Populist Governor, who is soon to go 
out of office, has called a special session of 
a Populist Legislature whose life is nearly 
at an end. The object is to enact some 
Populist laws, which the next Legislature 
would not have enacted, but which that 
Legislature will be unable to repeal because 
of the Populist majority in the Senate. 
One of the measures which it is proposed to 
enact is a 25 per cent reduction of freight 
rates. Another is a 33 per cent reduction 
of passenger rates. Another is a 40 per 
cent reduction of telegraph, telephone, and 
express charges. A new Board of Railway 
Commissioners is to be created, whose mem- 
bers, to hold office for four years, are to be 


ernor. Finally, the sum of a million dollars 
is to be appropriated to be expended in the 
establishment of State stock-yards, the 
charges at which are to be 50 per cent low- 
er than those in force at Kansas City. 

Much of this legislation will defeat itself. 
A 25 per cent reduction of freight rates and 
a 40 per cent reduction of telegraph charges 
will be fought by the corporations interest- 
ed on the ground that the rates will be 
unreasonably low.

LiquIp Am to have unbounded faith in 
Moror. the practical uses of lique- 
fied air as a substitute for 

steam and for high explosives. His recent 
announcement of his ability to manufact- 
ure liquid air chedply and in large quanti- 
ties is now further supplemented with the 
statement that he has invented a practical 
motor, by means of which the new force can 
be applied to all kinds of machinery. In its 
revolutionizing. effects Professor Tripler's 
discoveries with liquid air stand in close 
rivalry with Tesla's claims in regard to his 
electric oscillator. Both men have still to 
give practical proof of their amazing claims, 
but their experiments are profoundly inter- 
esting for all that. Professor Tripler says 
his motor requires only the perfection of 2 
few mechanical detalls in order to make it 
run railway trains, steamships, and factor- 
ies. As liquid air has been demonstrated 
to possess from twenty to one hundred times 
the power of steam there can be no doubt 
as to its ability to supplant steam if once 
applied in a practical way. The few details 
which Mr. Tripler admits remain to be 
solved may prove to be larger obstacles than 
he imagines, but the enormous possibilities 
so nearly within his reach certainly ought 
to spur him on to success if anything can. 
If he can complete his motor it will assure 
a place for liquid air second in importance 
only to electricity itself. The use of liquid 
air as a refrigerating agency and as an ex- 
plosive, as well as its application as a mo- 
tive power for all sorts of machinery, pre- 
sents such a multitude of important possi- 
bilities that the public will not fail to watch 
with keen interest the inventor's future 


progress. 


OKLAHOMA ASPIRING TO STATEHOOD. 
A report in u St. Louis paper of an inter 
view with the Hon. C. M. Barnes, the Ter- 
ritorial Governor of Oklahoma, foreshad- 
ows a renewal during the present session 
of Congress or its immediate successor of 
the movement to secure the admission of 
that Territory as a State of the union. 
Governor Barnes draws an inspiring pic- 
ture of the progress the Territory has been 
making in all directions and the present 
condition of prosperity prevailing among 
the people. Its population of a little over 
60,000 in 1890 he now estimates as having 
increased to 350,000, or about the same as 
that of South Dakota on its admission into 
the union. This is comprised within an 
area of 39,030 square miles, or a little less 
than that of the State of Ohio. 

If the Territory should he ad 
the present or the next Cong 
satisfaction which now prevails 
wise policy of President McKinley and the 
Republican party, he predicts that it will 
have the effect to “ insure two Republican 
United States Senators and probably the 
permanent control of Territorial (State) 
affairs by the Republicans.“ In proof of 
this he points to the fact that at the last 
election a Republican Delegate to Congress 
was elected by 9,000 majority, together with 
good Republican majorities in bpth branches 
of the Territorial Legislature. 

While favoring the admission of Okla- 
homa on any terms, Governor Barnes be- 
lieves that Indian Territory should be united 
with it, which would add largely to the 
variety of resources of the new State, be- 
sides giving it an area of 70,000 square 
miles—just a little greater than that of 
Missouri—and increasing the population to 
450,000 or 500,000, although a large por- 
tion of that coming in with Indian Terri- 
tory would not be in a position at once to 
assume the duties of citizenship. This 
would confer Statehood upon the last por- 
tion of our continental territory (outside of 
Alaska) except the Territories of New Mex- 
ico and Arizona. | 

If Oklahoma is to be admitted at all— 
which will no doubt follow at an early day 
—a prime condition should be a union of the 
two Territories in one State, as suggested 
by Governor Barnes. There are most con- 
clusive reasons against the organization of 
a separate State embracing the drought 
region composing the western part of In- 
dian Territory, and giving to an area only 
a little greater than Missouri four United 
States Senators instead of two. 

The intimation that the new State, if 
admitted by the present or next Congress, 
would probably remain permanently Re- 
publican recalls the predictions made when 
a number of Western mountain States, as 
North Dakota, Idaho, Montana, Utah, and 
Wyoming, were prematurely admitted a 
few years ago. The result was seen in 
1896, when all these promised Republican 
States went for Bryan and free silver. 
While the political attitude which a new 
State will occupy cannot wholly control the 
date of admission, and while we do not de- 
sire to depreciate the quality of Oklahoma’s 


—ͤ— 


Republicanism, it will be seen from this that 


it is not always safe to rely upon the prom- 
ises of those who have something to gain 
by the admission of a Territory into the 
union as a State. When Oklahoma comes 
into the union, however, it must bring its 
sister Territory with it. Let us have one 
State of reasonable dimensions instead of 
two small ones. 


GUBERNATORIAL LONGEVITY. 
Vermont sets up a claim to distinction 
over the fact that there are twelve men still 
living who have held the office of Governor 
of that State. This would imply a high 
degree of healthfulness for the Green Moun- 


tain State and that the people have been | 


accustomed to choose physically vigorous 
men for their Governors or that guberna- 
torial] honors are promotive of longevity— 
though the shortness of the gubernatorial 
term (two years) no doubt has something 
to do with the matter. In this respect the 
record of Illinois—taking into account the 
greater length of the gubernatorial term of 
four years—has been as conspicuous as 
that of Vermont, as according to latest ad- 
vices every man who has filled the office 
of Governor since Yates, the war Governor, 
whose term expired in January, 1865—a 
period of nearly thirty-four years—is still 
surviving. This includes ex-Governor 
Oglesby (for two full terms and part of a 
third—1865-’69, until his election to the 
United States Senate in 1873, and 1888.89), 
Palmer (180973), Beveridge (elected Lieu- 
tenant Governor, as successor to Oglesby, 
1873-77), Cullom (one term and half an- 
other, 1877-81), John M. Hamilton (elect- 
ed Lieutenant Governor, as successor to 
Cullom, 1881-83), Fifer (1889-93), Alt- 
geld (1803-97), and Tanner, the present 
incumbent—eight in all. Although one of 
these (Oglesby) was elected for three terms 
and another (Cullom) for two, and each re- 
tired before completing one of their re- 
spective terms on promotion to the United 
States Senate, at the close of Tanner’s ad- 
ministration the average length of their 
terms will be four and a half years and the 
total period covered thirty-six years. So 
that it will be seen that Illinois Governors 


‘can compare longevity with the best. On 
the other hand, the venerable 3 


occupants of the Executive office, including 
the present Governor, Wolcott—the others 
being George S. Boutwell, Long (present 
Secretary of the Navy), and Brackett.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES. 


Relations of the United States to Its 
New Dependencies—Policies Which 
Will Insure Success. 


[BY CAPTAIN A. T. MAHAN.] 

In modern times there have been two 
principal colonizing nations, which not mere- 
ly have occupied and administered a great 
transmarine donfain, but have impressed 
upon it their own identity—the totality of 
their political and racial characteristics—to 
a degree that is likely to affect permanently 
the history of the world at large. 

These two nations, it is needless to say, 
are Great Britain and Spain. Russia, their 
one competitor, differs from them in that 
her sustained advance over alien regions 
is as wholly by land as theirs has been by 
sea. France and Holland have occupied 
and administered, and continue to occupy 
and administer, large extents of territory, 
but it is scarcely necessary to argue that in 
neither case has the race possessed the 
land, nor have the national characteristics 
been transmitted to the dwellers therein 
as a whole. They have realized, rather, the 
idea recently formulated by Mr. Benjamin 
Kidd for the development of tropical re- 
gions—administration from without. 

The unexpected appearance of the United 
States as the legal owners of transmarine 
territory, which as yet they have not had 
opportunity either to occupy or to ad- 
minister, coincides in time with the final 
downfall of Spain's colonial empire and 
with a stage in the upward progress of that 
of Great Britain, so marked, in the contrast 
it presents to the ruin of Spain, as to compel 
attention and comparison, with an ultimate 
purpose to draw therefrom instruction for 
the United States in the new career forced 
upon them. The larger colonies of Great 
Britain are not indeed reaching their ma- 
jority, for that they did long ago, but ‘he 
idea formulated in the phrase imperial 
federation " shows that they, and the mother 
country herself, have passed through and 
left behind the epoch when the accepted 
thought in both was that they should in 
the end separate, as sons leave the father’s 
roof, to set up each for himself. To that 
transition phase has succeeded the ideal of 
partnership, more complex indeed and dif- 
cult of attainment, but trebly strong, if 
reali The terms of partnership, the 
share of each member in the burdens and 
in the profits, present difficulties which will 
delay, and may prevent, the consumma- 
tion; time alone can show. The noticeable 
factor in this change of mind, however, ts 
the affectionate desire manifested by both 
parent and children to insure the desired 
end. Between nations long allen we have 
high warrant for saying that interest alone 
determines action, but between communi- 
ties of the same blood, and when the ties of 
dependence on the one part are still recent, 
sentiments—love and mutual pride—are pow- 
erful, provided there be good cause for 
them. And good cause there is. Since she 
lost what is now the United States Great 
Britain has become benevolent and benefi- 
cent to her colonies. 

It is not in colonies only, however, that 
Great Britain has been beneficent to weaker 
communities, nor are benevolence and benefi- 
cence the only qualities she has shown. 
She has been strong also; strong in her 
own interior life, whence all true strength 
issues; strong in the quality of the men she 
has sent forth to colonize and to administer; 
strong to protect by the arm of her power, 
by land, and, above all, by sea. e ad- 
vantage of the latter safeguard is common 
to all her dependencies, but it is among 
subject and alien races that her terrestrial 
energy chiefly manifests itself, to control, to 
protect, and to elevate. Of these functions, 
admirably discharged in the main, India 
and Egypt are the conspicuous illustrations. 
In them she administers from without, and 
cannot be said to colonize, for the land was 
already full. 

Conspicuous result constitutes example, 
for imitation if honorable, for warning if 
shameful. Experience is the great teacher, 
and is at its best when personal, but in the 
opening of a career such experience is 
wanting to the individual, and must be 
sought in the record of other lives or of 
other nations. The United States are just 
about to enter on a task of government—of 
administration—over regions which, in in- 
habitants, in climate, and in political tradi- 
tion, differ essentially from themselves. 
What are the conditions of success? 

We have the two great examples. Great 
Britain has been, in the main, and :ncreas- 
ingly, beneficent and strong. Spain from 
the first, as the records show, was inbu- 
manly oppressive to the inferior races; and, 
after her own descendants in the colonies 
became aliens in habit to the home country; 
she to them also became tyrannically exact- 
ing. But, still more, Spain became weaker 
and weaker as the years passed, the tyranny 
of her extortions being partially due to ex- 
igencies of her political weakness and to her 
economical declension. Let us, however, 
not fail to observe that the beneficence as 
well as the strength of Great Britain has 
been a matter of growth. She was not al- 
ways what she now is to the alien subject. 
There is, therefore, no reason to despair, as 
some do, that the United States, which 
share her traditions, can attain her success. 
The task is novel to them; they may make 
blunders; but, guided by her experience, 
they should reach the coal more quickly. 

And it is to their interest to do so. En- 
lightened self-interest demands of them to 
recognize not merely and in general the im- 


East which is rising so rapidly before them, 
but also, specifically, the importance to them 
of a strong and beneficent occupation of 
adjacent territory. In the domain of color 
black and white are contradictory; but it is 
not so with self-interest and beneficence in 
the realm of ideas. This paradox is now too 
genorally accepted for insistence, although 


order of the two is too often inverted. But 
where the relations are those of trustee to 
ward, as are those of any state which rules 
over a weaker community not admitted to 
the full privileges of home citizenship, the 
first test to which measures must be brought 
is the good of the ward. It is the first inter- 
est of the guardian, for it concerns his honor. 
Whatever the part of the United States in 
the growing conflict of European interests 
around China and the East, they deal there 
with equals and may battle like men: but 
their new possessions, with their yet minor 
races, are the objects only of solicitude. 
Ideas underlie action. If the paramount 
idea of beneficence becomes a national con- 
viction we may stumble and err, we may at 
times sin or be betrayed by unworthy rep- 
resentatives; but we shall advance unfail- 
ingly I have been asked to contribute to 
this discussion something from my own 
usual point of view, which Is, of course, the 
bearing of sea power upon the security and 
the progress of nations. Well, one great ele- 
ment of sea power, which, it will be remem- 
bered, is commercial before it is military, is 
that there be territorial bases of action in 
the regions important to its commerce. That 
is self-interest. But the history of Spain's 
decline and the history of Great Britain’s 
advance—in the latter of which the stern 
lesson given by the revolt of the United 
States is certainly a conspicuous factor, as 
also, perhaps, the other revolt known as the 
Indian mutiny, in 1857—alike teach us that 
territories beyond the sea can be securely 
held only when the advantage and interests 
of the inhabitants are the primary object 
of the administration. The inhabitants may 
not return love for their benefits—compre- 
hension or gratitude may fall them: but the 
sense of duty achieved and the security of 
the tenure are the reward of the ruler. 
1 have understood also that, through the 
pager of the Engineering Magazine, I should 
speak to the men who stand at the head of 
the great mechanical industries of the coun- 
try—the great inventors and the leaders in 
home development—and that they would be 
willing to hear me. But what can I say to 
them that they do not know? Their own 
businesses are beyond my scope and compre- 
hension. The opportunities offered by rhe

Above all, there must 
be constant recognition that self-interes; 
and beneficence alike demand that the local 
welfare be taken into account. It is possiig. 
of course, that it may at times have to yield 
to the necessities of the whole body; but - 
should be first considered. 

The task is great; who is sufficient fér itp 
The writer believes firmly in the ultima 
power of ideas. Napoleon is reported to hays 
said: “Imagination rules the world.” jf 
this be generally so, how much more the 
true imaginations which are worthy to be 
called ideas! There is a nobility in man 
which welcomes the appeal to beneficence, 
May it find its way quickly now to the heads 
and hearts of the American people, before 
less worthy ambitions fill them; and, above 
all, to the kings of men, in thought and in 
action, under whose leadership the land 
makes its giant strides. There is in this 
no Quixotism. Materially, the interest of 
the nation is one with its beneficence; but, 
i? the ideas get inverted, and the nation sees 
in its new responsibilities, first of all, mar. 
kets and profits, with incidental resultant 
benefit to the natives, it will go wrong. 
Through such mistakes Great Britain 
passed. She lost the United States; she gut- 
fered bitter anguish in India; but India and 
Egypt testify today to the nobility of her re. 
pentance. Spain repented not. The exam. 
ples are before us. Which shall be followed? 

And is there not a stimulus to our imagina- 
tion, and to high ambition, to read, as we 
easily may, how the oppressed have been 
freed, and the degraded lifted, in India and 
in Egypt, not only by political sagacity and 
courage, but by administrative capacity di- 
recting the great engineering enterprises, 
which change the face of a land and inerease 
a hundredfold the opportunities for life and 
happiness. The profession of the writer, and 
the subject consequently of most of his 
writing, stands for organized force, which, 
if duly developed, is the concrete expression 
of the nation’s strength. But, while he has 
never concealed his opinion that the endur- 
ance of civilization, during a ure far be- 
yond our present foresight, depends ulti- 
mately upon due organization of force, he 
has ever held, and striven to say, that such 
force is but the means to an end, which end 
is durable peace and progress, and therefore 
beneficence. The triumphs and the suffer. 
ings of the last months have drawn men’s 
eyes to the necessity for increase of fores, 
not merely to sustain oversea dominion, but 
also to insure timely use, in action, of the 
latent military and naval strength which the 
nation possesses. The speedy and Inevitable | 
submission of Spain has demonstrated be- 
yond contradiction the primacy of navies in 
determining the issue of transmarine wars; 
for, after Cavité and Santiago had crippled 
hopelessly the Spanish navy. the end could 
not be averted, though it might have been 
postponed. On the other hand, the numerical 
inadequacy of the troops sent to Santiago, 
and their apparently inadequate equipment, 
have shown the necessity for greater and 
more skillfully organized land forces The 
deficiency of the United States in this re- 
spect would have permitted a prolonged re- 
sistance by the enemy’s army in Cuba-« © 
course which, though sure to fail, appealed 
strongly to military punctilio. 0 

These lessons are so obvious that it is not 
supposable that the national intelligence, 
which has determined the American demand 
for the Philtppines, can overlook them; cer. 
tainly not readers of the character of thoss 
to whom this magazine goes. But, when all 
this has been admitted, and provided for, 
it still remains that force is but the minister 
under whose guardianship industry does 
work and enjoys peacegbly the fruits 
labor. To the mechanical indystries of th, 
country, in their multifold forms, its new 
possessions propound the questions, not 
merely of naval and military protection, but 
of material development, which, frat ben- 
eficent to the inhabitants and to the land, 
gives also, and thereby, those firm founda-,

great accuracy the Hopi Indian as 
he is today. One especially, that of the 
swiftest runner of the tribe, portrays a per- 
fect specimen of that class of Indian. The 
figures are perfectly colored. 

The groups are five in number, representa- 
tive of the religious, ceremonial, and domes- 
tic life ofthe Hopis. - 

The first group represents a scene in the in- 
terior of the house of one of the great chiefs. 
It shows the entire household at work. The 
first figure is that of a man weaving cloth 
from the native grasses of the prairie; the 
second that of a woman making pottery by 
hand; the third a woman baking “ piki’’ 
bread, a bread which is used exclusively by 
the Hopi Indians; the fourth a girl of 12 
grinding corn in a primitive wooden hand 
mill 
The second group is a forest scene and 
shows the Hopi as a hunter. The figure isa 
young man with arm uplifted, in the act of 
throwing the “‘rabbit-stick,” the only 
weapon in use among the Hopis for killing 
small game, whether bird or beast. 

The third group is typical of the marriage 
ceremony and shows a young bride returning 
to visit her parents after her marriage. 

The fourth and fifth groups are of a re- 
ligicus cheracter, showing in the former the 
masked Hemis katcina dancers and in the 
latter the masked Ana katcina dancers, 
These two sets of dancers represent the 
most important ritual of the tribe. 

The fraternal side of the Hopis is seen in 
a mosaic of sand made during the initiatory 
ceremonies into the Powamu order. The 
mosaic is composed mainly of the four prin- 


1 cipal colors of the tribe, the different hues 


indicating the different points of the com-

ther articles in the collection are cases 
filled with what would be described as dolls 
were they not in reality the idols or gods of 
the tribe, and others containing the manu- 
factured products of the Hopis and which 
are related principally to the hunting and 
domestic lifa of the Indians.

AT PUBLIC AUCTION. 


Mrs. Mary Carpenter, of Scarsdale, N. 
Y., Bids In a Pennsylvania Village, 
Railroad Depot, Postoffice, Factories, 
Stores, Mills, Houses, and All Else. 


- Binghamton, N. T., Dec. 26.—[Special.]—. 


Mrs. Mary T. Carpenter of Scarsdale, N. Y., 
bought for $7,500 a village at auction last 
Friday, and is probably the only owner of a 
village corporation in the United States, 
and possibly in the world. 

The village is Glen Eyre, in Pike County, 
Pa., on the line of the Honesdale branch of 
the Erie railroad. It covers 842 acres of 
land, and consists of a dozen houses, rail- 
road station, postoffice, dry goods store, 
storehouse, blacksmith shop, sawmills, stone 
yard, and factory buildings. 

The property was originally owned by 
John Deeming and his wife, who gave a 
mortgage, which was foreclosed. The 
amount of the mortgage was $6,000. A crowd 
attended the sale, and the bidding was spir- 
ited, but none of the villagers succeeded in 
raising enough money to buy the whole. 
The borough was knocked down to Mrs. 
Carpenter for $7,500. 


MANILA MAIL NOT CENSORED. 


Postoffice Inspector Gives Explanation 
for State of Soldiers’ Letters from 
the Philippines. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 26.—[Special. ]— 
Postoffice Inspector James W. Erwin, who 
is stationed at San Francisco, was inter- 
viewed today with reference to Tun Trrin- 
UNE’sS story from Beatrice, Neb., to the ef- 
fect that the letters of Nebraska soldiers at 
Manila had been tampered with, and that 
there was a suspicion that the government 
had exercised censorship and had eliminated 
portions of the letters. 

Inspector Erwin said: 

It is true I requested a return of some of 
the envelopes from Nebraska people to 
whom the letters had been addressed, as 
some of the postoffice employés had reported 
that the letters had the appearance of hav- 
ing been tampered with. I desired to trace 
the matter and find out who were the guilty 
parties, if any. 

“As a result of the investigation I dis- 
covered the appearance of the letters was 
due to a simple cause. 

“The humid climate of Manila had af- 
fected some of the stationery in the camps 
to such an extent that the gummed flaps ad- 
hered to the envelopes. The soldiers there- 


fore found it necessary to separate the fiap 


from the envelope when they wished to use 
one. In this process the flap often became 
torn, and the soldiers then had to use mu- 
cllage to refasten them. In consequence the 
envelope would have the appearance of hav- 
ing been opened in transit and then sealed 
again. And that is the explanation of the 
matter.

DR. ANDREWS. ON EXPANSION. 


Superintendent of Chicago’s Schools 
Answers Objections Made to the Ac- 
quisition of Territory. 


Dr. E. Benjamin Andrews lectured last 
night to the Covenant Culture club of the 
Associated B'nai B'rith lodges on the sub- 
ject of national expansion. The lecturer 
said that there was a rational go#den mean 
between the two extremes of opinion which 
obtained among the people of the United 
States. 

The policy of expansion Is not unhis- 
toric,“ he said, ‘‘ The new proposition to 
go beyond the.ocean is precisely in the line 
of the history the United States has been 
making in the last 125 years, First there 
was the accession of the Mississippi Valiey, 
then the Louisiana purchase, then the an- 
nexation of a large part of the kingdom of 
Mexico, and later the purchase of Alaska 
from Russia. The argument that these 
lands were contiguous is weak, for con- 
tiguity is a little circumstance in compari- 
son to accessibility. The question is not one 
of miles. It is easier to get to the Philip- 
pines now than it was to get to the remoter 
part of Louisiana in 1804 or to Mexico in 


The United States has local self-govern- 
ment to an extent no other government on 
earth has. Ninety per cent of the matters 
handled at Springfield would, in a country 
like Great Britain, go to Westminster Hall 
or to the highest courts. In England every- 


thing is handled at one center. In the 


United States all great matters are handled 
at local centers, and only the weightiest 
matters go to Washington. | 

„The matter of the Philippines and Cuba 
and Porto Rico is providential at the pres- 
ent time. If it were not for this war what 
would the President of the United States 


have to do? There is not one single thing“ 
of importance to transact at Washington ex- 


cept some lightweight ephemeral matters 
pertaining to the tariff. ö 

„Another objection to nitional expansion 
is that the civil service of the United States 
is not good enough. Granted our civil 
service is not equal to that of Great Br'tain. 
the history of Great Britain proves that 
ours is no worse than hers was before she 
began to stretch out and extend her em- 
pire. Improvement in the Queen's civil 
service has gone hand in hand with the 
development of the %ritish Empire, and 
when the United States wakes up to a sense 
of duty to the people of her acquired ter- 
ritories, then we shall have a conscience in 
the matter of. civil service we never had 
Lefcre 

“There are three arguments in favor of 
expansion: (1) Commercial gain. (2) Our 
duty to the people that have fallen into our 
power. (3) The most crowning considera- 
tion of all, the checkmating of Russia in her 
desire to parcel out China and eventually 
make it a part of the Cugr’s dominion. When 
Russia faces about to make the Pacific 
Ocean her naval front we are obliged to do 
the same and protect ourselves from the 
most rapacious of naval powers at our back 
doors. The interests of humanity are iden- 
tical with the interests of the United States 
in the Pacific. If we leave the Pacific unde- 
fended we virtually say that China will come 
under Russian civilization, but if we take 
part with England and Japan the future 
civilization of China will be Anglo-Saxon, 
not medieval; advanced, and not retarded.

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'PICTET CURE IN DOUBT.

‘CHICAGO PHYSICIANS TALK OF THD 
MEDICAL INNOVATION. 


Scientist of Geneva, Switzerland, As- 

serts That Most of the Obstinate 
Maladies to Which the Flesh Is 
Heir Can Be Overcome by Expos- 
ing the Patient to Extreme Cold— 
Belief Expressed That the Exposed 
Parts of Subject Would Be Frozen. 


Chicago physicians are inclined to be skep- 
tical of the merits of the new cure-all which 
is to be introduced in New York City by 
Professor Raul Pictet, a scientist of Geneva, 
Switzerland. He asserts that most of the ob- 
stinate maladies to which the flesh is heir 
can be cured by exposing the patient to ex- 
treme cold. He hails this as one of best 
results of the production of extreme cold 
by chemical means. 

The cold cure, or “ frigotheraphie,“ con- 
sists of subjecting the patient to a tempera- 
ture of 166 degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 
The radiations of cold waves pass through 
the body of the patient and are not stopped 
by refrigeration of the skin, as ordinary 
cold rays are. They pass into the body and 
radiate from it. 

The patient is placed in a well the walls 
of which are double, and the cold is caused 
by the combination of carbonic and sul- 
phuric acids, poured into the space between 
the walls of the well. The patient stands 
on a stool made of wood and is wrapped 
in a heavy fur robe, which, it is claimed, 
stops the cold up to 70 degrees below zero, 
centigrade, the greatest known natural cold. 
Below this, it is claimed, the human body 
has no sensations from the cold waves. The 
professor claims that remarkable results 
have been gained by this treatment in cases 
of ‘tubertulosis, dyspepsia, liver trouble, 
nervous prostration, Bright's disease, al- 
buminaria, and diabetes. 


Would Result in Frostbite. 

Doctors of extended experience agree that 
the unfailing result of this treatment would 
result in frostbites to the parts expostd 
and death by freezing if the whole body 
were subjected to the low temperature. The 
practicability’ of attaining the low ther- 
mometer record is not disputed, but the 
delicate tissues of the human body would 
not stand the effect of the cold. | 

“The use of low temperatures in treat- 
ing certain things has been long known and 
widely practiced,’ said Dr. Thomas G. Cor- 
lett, “ but too great exposure has frequently 
resulted in freezing the part. Ice is used 
on a patient suffering from pneumonia with 
good results, and cold serves where the ré- 
sult of driving the blood away from that 
part is necessary. The information now at . 
hand of this new cure does not convince 
me that it is practical, and I would like 
to see it tried several times before accepting 
it. The first effect of cold on the blood 
vessels it to dilate them, and if exposure 
is kept up too long they are contracted until 
the blood is unable to flow through them, 
The liquids in the flesh would certainly 
congeal without the warmth of the blood and 
the tissyes be broken. This would happen 
if. the patient were exposed to the cold. If 
he ig protected and the cold kept from him, 
ee what purpose is this low tempera- 
ure 


Classed with Theoretical Cures. 
Dr. N. S. Davis Jr. classed the cold cure 


| with the other theoretical cures” that 


pear from time to time. “ The extremely 
low temperature would certainly freege a 
human body that was exposed to it,” he 
said, “unless it was sufficiently protected. 
But if the cold is to be kept away from the 
body, what good is it? Minor surgical opera- 
tions are conducted by reducing the part to 
de operated upon to a low degree, and some- 
times the flesh is frozen. Ice is used on 1 
patient’s body frequently, or the effect 
brought about by cold water run througa 
pipes, but no such low temperature has been 
used in medicine as mentioned in connection 
Comparing the cold cure with the dry 
steam treatment recently installed -t the 
County Hospital, it is said that the extremity 
of heat used there is not equal to the ex- 
tremity of cold in Professor Pictet’s sehe nie.

All war correspondents are not immune. 
Their susceptibility to the fever of excite- 
ment may be a qualification. 

One of the feverish accounts of the sink- 
ing of Cervera’s fleet began: “As the 
smoke from the Spanish vessels rose from 
behind the hills at the narrow entrance to 
Santiago harbor a hurried signal from the 
Brooklyn was followed by a rush of the 
American crews to the winches, and then 
all the Yankee ships weighed anchor and 
started full speed after the enemy.” 

The account was possibly graphic, but it 
was not true The crews did not rush to 
the winches, because they were not ordered 
to do so; there would have been no object. 
The ships did not weigh anchor,’ because 
tn weeks they had not dropped an anchor. 
They did not start at full speed, because 
they were not in condition. How was it 

„ that the correspondents at Santiago omit- 
ted to mention a fact no less important 
than this—that on that Sunday morning 
when the Spanish fleet broke out from the 
harbor of Santiego the American fleet was 
unprepared to make a quick movement of 
any kind in the face of the enemy? 

For the navy the war with Spain in Ameri- 
can waters was an engineers’ war. - 

. mirals and Captains are brave enough and 
keen tacticians, no doubt, but the best part 
of the Spanish fleet would have slipped 
through somebody’s fingers that Sunday 
morning at Santiago if America’s fighting 
engineers had not, by the hardest of work, 
overcome the obstacles imposed upon them 
by orders from the bridge. If the fighting 
had been against men more nearly kin—. 
say English or German—under conditions 
identical with those off Santiago on the 
morning of July 8, some American hulks 
might now be rusting at the bottom of 
tropio seas. For engines were uncoupled 
and many fires out and steam so low that 
all the energy of the stokers was required 
to get it up again. 


7 Not Ready for Pursuit. 

The American ships had been off. the coast 
for weeks waiting for the enemy to come out. 
When the enemy came out the American 
ships were ready to shoot but not to give 
chase. This was no fault of the engineers. 
It was not the effect of overconfidence. It 
was the result of a condition. The condi- 
tion is peculiar to naval practice. It was 
long ago discarded in the merchant service. 
In the merchant service a chief engineer 
controls his department. In the navy the 
Captain controls the engineers, and is in 
turn controlled by the commanding officer 
of the fleet. The chief engineer of an At- 
lantic liner looks to his Captain for start- 
ing and stopping signals only; for the rest 
he takes his orders from his owners and re- 
ports to them. The chief engineer alone is 
responsivle for the care, operation, and 
economy of the machinery. In the navy 
the ship’s Captain decides how mary boil- 
efs shall be used, how much coal shall be 
burned, what pressure shall be carried. 
And the American Captains at Santiago 

nad everything in readiness except their 
‘boflers and engines. There were two ex- 
ceptions—the Oregon and the Gloucester.

But some of the ships have 
never made a forced draft run since their 
trial trips. Perhaps the Captains do not 
betieve in it. At any rate, their men have 
not been trained to use it in emergency. 

Milligan declined to ask the Captain for 
permission to use forced draft. He knew that 
his shorthanded crew were working hard 
enough, and half their work was still before 
them, and a fight at the end of it. Orthe 

fight might come any day. But the men had 
caught the spirit of their chief; their pride 
was to keep everything in readiness. The 
difficulty was not to get them to work, but 
to prevent them from working. When the 
chief saw that they really wanted to try 
forced draft for the ship’s sake he per- 
suaded the Captain to let them doit. It was 
to them what gun drill is to the men on the 
deck and in the turret. So they did it, and 
they did it again, and at Santiago they han- 
died the forced draft like a plaything. 


Excluding Salt Water. 
Not an ounce of salt water was allowed in 
the Oregon's boilers. Milligan, writing from 
Callao to a brother officer, said: I fear 
that I am rapidly becoming the most un- 
popular man in the ship, because I am de- 
termined that we shall not put salt water in 
the boilers, and to that end have insisted to 
the Captain that, if necessary, we must cut 
down the fresh water allowance for officers 
and men to the bare amount necessary for 
drinking and cooking, using salt water for 
bathing and all other purposes. | 
The lay mind supposes that the object 
of sending the fleet to Santiago was to have 
it ready to jump at the enemy at the sound 
of the general alarm. There is a touch of 
the farcical in building warships, equipping 
them with powerful machinery, to be able, 
at the instant of. battle, to get out of them 
only a fraction of their power. But some- 
body in authority reasoned in the fashion 
of Gilbertian topsy-turvydom. So the Amer- 
ican fleet waited for the Spaniards with en- 
gines uncoupled, boilers filled (as they had 
long been) with salt water when they were 
not empty, and half the grates as clean as 
whisties and as cold as ice boxes. , 
On the fighting ship the fighting man 
must stand supreme,“ said Theodore Roose- 
velt, when he was Assistant Secretary of 
2 States Navy. And then he 
- shrewdly added: Only he must know how 
to handle his tools, and must change as the 
ship changes, so that, precisely as he once 
knew about sails, now he must know about 
engines, There can be no divided command. 
Only one man can exercise it; but he must 
be thoroughly fitted for it.“ 22 
When there was no enemy anywhere about 
—on the way from Hampton Roads to San- 
thago—the flagship of the United States 
fiying squadron had all its engines and four 
of its boilers in use. When it went on the 
blockade at Santiago and had the enemy in 
touch, the flagship of the flying squadron 
had only half its engine power and half its 
boiler power ready for use. Did the bridge 
expect the enemy to signal: Please con- 
nect your engines and boilers, and be good 
enough to light your fires. I am coming 
ot!“ Admiral Cervera was polite enough 
to pay the Brooklyn the compliment of his 
best intentions. He acknowledges that he 
thought it the fastest of the United States 
ships, and that his hope was to disable or 
sink it. Admiral Schley (Commodore, as he 
then was) turned hfs ship to starboard, 
swung to the south. and ran seaward before 
taking up a parallel course with the now 
retreating Spaniards.

* Schley is reported to have turned his ship 
In order to avoid being rammed. It might 
be asked why he didn’t do the ramming him- 
self. But if he had desired to do it, and if 
ais ship had been built for it, he couldn't have 
managed it with only half his engine power. 
He had steam only in three boilers; of his re- 
maining boilers some had water, othegs were 
empty. The interesting maneuvers of the 
. Brooklyn will be none the less interesting ir 
it ds found, on investigation, that standing 
ode es from the bridge to the engine-room 
Lad deprived the ship of so much of its power 
that it had to turn on its heel and keep at a 
respectful distance from the Spaniard. 
After the general alarm was sounded there 
was nothing for it but to fill the Brooklyn's 
empty boilers with sea water. Then the fires 
had to be laid and started. Just before the 
Colen surrendered—that is, just at the end 
of the battle—all the Brooklyn's boilers were 
steaming at maximum pressure: But the 
forward engines were of course uncoupled 
still. There had been no time to stop or slow

The Brooklyn's actual running time over the 
forty-five miles from Morro to the atranded 
Colon was three hours and nineteen minutes, 
a speed of 13.06 knots. And its rated speed 
uader natural draft, full power, is 18 knots; 
under forced draft, 22 knots. | 

Put the Brooklyn was not the only ship 
caught unawares: on that hustling Sunday 
morning off Santiago Bay. Sampson's flag- 
ship, the New York. was one of the lame 
ducks of the fleet. The trifling distance be- 
tween its eastward position and the line of 
the dash of Cervera was not what kept it 
out of the battle. The forward engines, by 
orders from the bridge, were disconnected, 
empty. and of course fireless. Three hours 
after the New York started on the western 
chase it had steam in its boilers. Its en- 
gines are like those in the, Brooklyn. Their 
condition at half-past 9 that Sunday morn- 
ing was precisely similar. The New York's 
running time, forty-five miles from the Mor- 
ro to the Colon, was fdur hours and eight 
minutes, a speed of 11.06 knots. Its rated 
speed under natura! draft, full power, is 
16 to 17 knots; under forced draft, 21 knots. 

When the flagships set such seamanlike, 
wcrkmanlike fighting examples, what can 
be expected from the rest of the fleet? Chief- 
ly. at the last minute. dependence on the 
fighting engineers to overcome needless ob- 


them there. ice 

Until that morning the Brooklyn had never 
been under forced draft since her contract 
trial trip. I have said that the service regu- 
lations require forced draft trials at least 
twice a year. The regulations also provide 
that forced draft shall never be used except 
by order of the commanding officer. 

Oregon’s Superior Speed. 

The Iowa, under orders to carry steam 
enough to give a seven-knot speed at night 
and a five-knot speed by day, was bent 
chiefiy on coal economy. The Oregon passed 
it like a racer. Perhaps that is why the Ore- 
gon’s erratic chaplain thought the Iowa Was 
going in the opposite direction. The In- 
diana was more completely unprepared than 
the Brooklyn, if possible; as elaborately so 
as the Iowa. iy 

It is even officially conceded that, but for 
the Oregon, the Colon and probably another 
Spanish ship would have escaped. So much 
for having engines in order, boilers ready, 
fires burning. Here was a ship after a 
15,000-mile run, four months out of dock, 


| with. foul bottom and increased displace- 


ment, almost equaling its trial trip record 
for speed. And it fought as it ran. Inside 
of fifteen minutes after the full speed signal 
was given it was making fifteen knots. 
Within an hour it was making seventeen. 
Coming down the Pacific the Oregon had 
Cardiff coal under its boilers—the best qual- 
ity of Cardiff for steaming. When it turned 
the corner of the continent and got into the 
Atlantic it picked up in ‘the coal ports the 
best fuel it could buy, but it was much in- 
ferior to Cardiff. Milligan had a few hun- 
dred tons of Cardiff left. He shoveled them 
into the fighting bunkers. ‘ This will do for 
emergency.“ said he. Then he locked the 
bunkers. On the blockade the coal sup- 
plied to the ships was—well. less fiery than 
patriotism. On the day of the battle Milli- 
gan unlocked the fighting bunkers, and the 
Cardiff coal helped the Oregon to make its 
burst of speed. Besides, there were fires 
N all its boilers when Cervera slipped 
out. 

For God's sake, get on more boilers!” 
That was the sort of message sent from the 
bridge of one of the United States warships 
to the chief engineer half a dozen times in 
an hour when the fleet was pelting the Span- 
iards. The authority who in time of war 
had his boiler-rooms ready for peace chafed 
at the delay. His anxious messages were 
beginning to worry the men below—machin- 
ists, water tenders, oilers, coal passers, 
firemen. The chief engineer stood in be- 
tween, knowing that his men must keep 
cool-headed, and he sent back word that all 
the boilers were connected, filled, and all the 
fires burning. It's the only way to keep 
the old man quiet,” he said. But all the 
builers were not yet connected when the 
fight finished. 0 


Temperature of Two Hundred Degrees. 

Grimy men, dripping with sweat, go about 
quietly, with clear heads, watching every- 
thing. There’s no bawling, no confusion. 
In the lower engine- rooms the thermometer 
shows 136° in front of the ventilating blow- 
ers; in the upper engine-rooms 190°. Men 
dart into the upper rooms twice an hour or 
so, look around for a minute or two, and then 
dart out again. There on the hot seas, on 
July 3, the temperature above the boilers of 
the Texas was sometimes 200°! 

The fighting engineers! By old-time tradi- 
tion, dating from the days when steam power 
was merely an auxiliary to wind power, tie 
naval engineers are thought of as non-com- 
batants. Ships change and duties change. 
The engineer is now a combatant as truly as 
the man on the bridge or the man behind 
the gun. The modern fighting ship is a fight- 
ing machine; its efficiency depends upon the 
engineer. , 

The engineer of the merchant service has 
authority which the naval engineer does not 
possess. It is now proposed, in the United 
States navy, to improve on the practice of 
the merchant service. Enlightened opinion 
favors the plan for abolishing the distinction 
between lineand staff. Engineer officers are 
to be officers of the line. All line officers are 
to be taught engineering. | 

A generation hence the anomalies of the 
present service will have passed away. The 
line officer of the future will know the engine- 
room as well as the wheelhouse and the 
bridge, for he will serve below as well as 
above. Meanwhile, nothing will be lost if 
we remember what the fighting engineers did 
to save the day at Santiago. 


CAPTAIN CHADWICK’S DENIAL. 


Commander of Cruiser New York Dis- 
putes Mr. Warren’s Statements 
Concerning the Navy. 

New York, Dec. 26.—Captain F. E. Chad- 
wick, commander of the cruiser New York, 
now lying off Tompkinsville, gave out a 
statement today denying allegations made 
in an article published in the Engineering 
Magazine, that the United States warships 
that destroyed Cervera’s fleet at Santiago 
on July 3 were really not in a proper state 
of preparedness when the Spanish fleet 
passed out through the channel] and at- 
tempted to escape. Captain Chadwick says: 

The New York and Brooklyn have four 
engines, all of which together can only be 
used to advantage with full power. The 
New York was using forty-five tons of coal 
a day on the blockade as it was. It was the 
practice to keep steam on four of the six 
} boilers, a fifth filled with water kept hot 
by the hydrokineter and primed ready for 
firing, and a sixth cleaning. This was the 
condition the day of the action. The sixth 
boiler, as were all the rest, was filled with 
fresh, not salt water. To have kept fire 
sufficiently to use efficiently all the engines 
coupled would have occasioned an ex- 
penditure of coal which would have forced 
the New York from its station as it did 
others. As it was, it was hanging on by the 
eyelids, so to speak, avoiding as long as 
‘possible going to Guantanamo for coal. 

“The use of its engines and the Brook- 
lyn’s coupled before the moment of full 
power would have been a serious detri- 
ment, and after full power was on it would 
have been absurd to have stopped to couple 
when going sixteen or seventeen knots and 
thus lose from four to five miles when it 
was so clearly apparent that the chase was 
being rapidly overhauled. Stringent or- 
ders existed regarding the use of fresh 
water in all ships: it was not singular to the 
Oregon. The New York never had any but 
fresh water in its boilers, and a circular 
order of Admiral Sampson’s of May 29 cov- 
ered this matter in great detail. If full 
steam had been kept at all times it would 
simply have meant more ships off their 
stations and less force to meet the enemy. 
It. would have been a foolish thing to do 
from any point of view. particularly from 
the engineering, as bleeding continuously 
into the condensers at a high pressure 
would have been most injurious to them 
and we shauld have had our ships shortly 
altogether incapacitated.“ |

TREATS OF STATE ISSUES. 
— 
THEODORE SALISBURY WOOLSEY ON 
INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS. 
Volume Iseued by the Yale Professor 
Attracts Much Attention—Deduc- 
tion in Great Britain That an Anglo- 
American Alliance Would Be Detri- 
mental—Future of the Philippines, 
Bering Sea Award, and Cleveland’s 
Interpretation of Monroe trine. 


— 


Through its reception abroad, the volume 
containing a number of addresses by Theo- 
dore Salisbury Woolsey, professor of in- 
ternational law in the law school of Yale 
University, has attracted much attention 
in the United States. It is published by the 
Century company. The views of Professor 
Woolsey on international questions, par- 
ticularly the relations between the United 
States and Great Britain, have been inter- 
preted in England, notably by the London 
Saturday Review, to be a strong argument 
against an Anglo-American alliance and the 
constancy of the friendliness which has 
sprung up between the two nations through 
the Spanish-American war. 

Professor Woolsey’s book comprises essays 
and addresses covering a period of four 
years and touching upon foreign policy, 
Cuban belligerency, our duty to Spain, the 
Maine disaster, Cuban intervention, the war, 
the future of the Philippines, law and policy 
for Hawaii, an interoceanic canal, the fishery 
question, the Bering Sea award, Presi- 
dent Cleveland's interpretation of the Monroe

Writes of Interoceanic Canal. 


Apropos’ of an interoceanic canal, Pro- 
fessor Woolsey points two paths, one with 
the abrogation of every treaty, an army and 
navy to make our positions good, and exclu- 
sive use of the canal; the other with these 
concomitant virtues: “ Peace with honor, 
a growing trade, a traditional policy, the 
military and naval establishments of today 
(February, 1896), the enforcement of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, a well considered 
plan for general protection and guaranty of 
the canal which commerce cries out for-“ 

Concerning the future of the Philippines, 
Mr. Woolsey remarks that there are four in- 
terests to be kept in sight: The rights of 
Spain, rights of the islanders, interests of 
other powers, and rights and true Interests 
of the United States. 

** Advocates of a colonial policy are carried 
away by the success of Great Britain in this 
direction,“ he says. 

Chapters of Professor Woolsey's book dea!- 
ing with the Spanish-American war, re- 
sultant issues from ante-bellum legislation 
in Congress and international questions rel- 
ative to Cuba, bring forth little that has not 
been said by the national lawmakers in the 
several contentions when the questi were 
ventilated. From a political standpoint, it 
may be said that the Yale man in his argu- 
ments supports the policy which has been 
exemplified in the.administration policy.

Attitude Toward Great Britain. 

A salient point is given in the preface to 
the volume as follows: 

A few words, finally, as to our attitude 
toward Great Britain. The cordial sympa- 
thy of that country with this during. the 
Spanish war; its belief in our honesty of 
purpose in commencing that war; a fancied 
identity of commercial interests with China 
—these reasons, together with a sense of our 
common heritage of speech and law and 
ideal, have led many to believe that these 
two great nations could be harnessed to- 
gether by a treaty of alliance, and made 
to pull with even trace the car of progress. 

“ Cordiality, mutual sympathy, belief in 
one another's sincerity, pride in our joint in- 
heritance—these qualities the two peoples 
may cherish and should cherish; an alliance 
between the two governments is a far dif- 
ferent and more doubtful policy. It would 
entail for us an immediate plunge into the 
whirlpool of continental politics; the as- 
sumption of unwelcome and unwanted re- 
sponsibilities; the straying from the path of 
our natural and unwonted development. 
For, if either party is attacked, alliance 
means war. Harmony, agreement, a good 
understanding—these we can strive after; 
these we can perhaps insure by ald of an 
arbitration treaty, upon which as a fdunda- 
tion the entente can be built up. But let 
each nation play its own hand; judge of its 
— duty, solve its own problems in its own 

ay.“ 

International Questions Considered. 

Under the caption, “.Some Thoughtson the 
Settlement of International Controversies ”’ 
a chapter dealing with the solution of com- 
plex questions between nations, and the fol- 
lowing chapter on. the arbitration treaty, 
which failed of ratification in Congress, Pro- 
fessor Woolsey sets forth his views on many 
points which would be affected by an Anglo- 
American alliance. Diplomatic correspond- 
ence is held to be the simplest and easiest 
way of settling international controversies. 
Among the main principles mentioned in 
support of this contention is that the conduct 
of such questions should be delegated to the 
esotericized alone, and that the masses 
should not be brought in contact with mo- 
mentous affairs of state. 

There is a skeptical tinge to Mr. Woolsey’s 
indorsement of the arbitration treaty. The 
professor says: 

“It [the treaty] bids fair to be effective 
because it does not promise efficiency. It is 
a hopeful attempt at arbitration, although, 
technically speaking, not arbitration at all; 
for the essence of arbitration lies in the 
finality of its award. What it offers isa ret - 
uge from popular excitement—the chance of 
a a the certainty of a breathing 
spell.“ 


Objections to the Treaty. 

By way of introduction in this essay Mr. 
Woolsey summarizes objections to the 
treaty, classifying them as follows: Those 
based upon the weakening in efficiency of the 
diplomatic methods of settlement; those 
springing from the impossibility of submit- 
ting all questions to arbitral settlement; 
thuse inherent in the makeup and working 
of the tribunal as ordinarily devised.” 

In an essay on The President Monroe 
Doctrine,” which appeared first in the 
Forum of February, 1896, President Cleve- 
land is severely criticised and his interpre- 
tation of the Monroe doctrine condemned, 
Professor Woolsey gives his understanding 
of the principle as not a law: it binds us to 
no action; it was a policy devised to meet a 
particular case.“ Mr. Cleveland’s doctrine 
is held to de an “ entirely distinct one and 
an “interference in the affairs of another 
state which the necessity of self-defense 
does not justify.”

POLICEMAN SHOWS BRAVERY. 


Lives of 100 Persons Placed in Jeop- 
ardy by a Runaway Horse in 
Halsted Street. 


The lives of many persons waiting for 
street cars at the Halsted and O’Neil street 
barns were placed in jeopardy yesterday 
afternoon by a runaway horse, but serious 
results were averted by the heroism of Po- 
liceman Patrick Ryan of the Canalport 
Avenue Station. The horse, driven by Her- 
man Lichmawsky, employed by the Stand- 
ard Brewing company, was passing over the 
Halsted street lift bridge when it suddenly 
became frightened and dashed down the 
north incline of the bridge.

IN 1898 IN THE UNITED STATES. 
Largest Annual Gain Since 1892—More 
than a Third Supplied by Nine 

Roads and Over a Quarter by Four

Preliminary estimates mad by the Rail- 
road Gazette show an increase of 2,867 miles 
during 1898 in the railroad mileage of the 
United States. This is the largest increase 
reported since 1892, when 4,419 miles were 
added. Of the increase this year more than 
one-third was supplied by nine roads, among 
which were:

In the distribution of new mileage by 
States Minnesota takes the lead, with 253 
miles. Then follow Texas, 188; Lotisiana, 
171; Alabama, 161; Oklahoma., 157; Arkan- 
sas, 140; Maine, 123; California, 115; Mis- 
souri, 111; Michigan and Georgia, each 104. 

Four of the States have more than one- 
quarter of the new mileage. It required 
thirty-three States and Territories to make 
up another fourth of the increase. One- 
half of the total mileage of the year was in 
nine States and Territories. 

Ten roads in Canada have built 448 miles. 
which is more by 53 miles than that reported 
last year. Of this amount more than one- 
half, 262 miles, is credited to the Canadian 
Pacific. 

Ten roads in Mexico have built 412 miles, 
which is nearly 100 miles more than the 
totals of last year. , 

Official announcement is made that the 
Muscatine North and South railroad, now in 
process of construction, will be completed 
and opened for traffic on Jan. 20, 1899.

NEW FREIGHT TARIFF IN TEXAS. 
Rock Island Company Eetablishes a 


All Parts of the State. 


Fort Worth, Tex., Dec. 26.—[Special.]— 
Much enthusiasm is manifested in railway 
and commercial circles in Texas in regard to 
the new freight tariff which has just been 
made by the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific company. 

The turiff is explained by John C. McCabe 
in an interview published here this after- 
noon. He says that this tariff is a reproduc- 
tion of the rates which were in effect in Tex- 
as in 1804, before the Railway commission 
law went into operation. By this tariff the 
rates are made the same on all roads between 
north Texas points and Houston and Gal- 
veston, in south Texas. 

In making up the tariff the Rock Island 
placed the names of the other railroads upon 
it without consulting them, but Mr. McCabe 
explains that there is no ground for objection 
on the part of any of the roads. 


IS DIRECTOR OF AGRICULTURE. 


Charles Richards Dodge Appointed by 
Commissioner General Peck 
Sketch of His Career. 


Commissioner General Peck has announced 
the appointment of Charles Richards Dodge 
as Director of Agriculture. For this de- 
partment $75,000 has been set aside, and it is 
expected the amount will be largely aug- 
mented by special appropriatiors from sev- 
eral States. 

Mr. Dodge is recognized as one of the lead- 
ing authorities of the world in matters per- 
taining to textile fibers. He took a special 
course in agriculture at the Sheffield Scien- 
tific School of Yale (1865-'67), and in addition 
to his official connection with agricultural 
interests in the United States has been for 
many years an agricultural writer for maga- 
zines and the metropolitan and country 
press. 

He has been officially connected with seven 
expositions, as follows: Philadelphia, 1876: 
New Orleans, 1885; Paris, 1889; Chicago, 
1803; Atlanta, 1895; Nashville, 1897; and 
Omaha, 1898. He was President of group 9, 
Board of Awards, at Chicago in 1893, and 
was decorated in 1889 by the French govern- 
ment with the Order of Agricultural Merit 
(Chevalier de l‘Ordre due Merite Agricole). 


GRIP IS SCARCE IN CHICAGO. 


Number of Deaths from Consumption 
and Pneumonia, However, Increas- 
ing Steadily in the City. 


In the bulletin of the Health department 
for last week the Commissioner of Health, 
Dr. Reynolds, reports that the epidemic of 
grip which has been raging so severely in 
the East has failed to materialize in Chi- 
cago. Only three deaths were attributed 
to the disease, and these were of persons 
more than 70 years old who were chronic 
invalids from other ailments surely fatal. 
We may have another visitation of in- 
fluenza or the grip as severe as that of last 
winter and spring, but it is hardly proba- 
dle,“ Dr. Reynolds said. I wish we were 
as free from consumption and pneumonia. 
The number of deaths from these two causes 
steadily increases year by year. Thus far 
this month there have been 156 deaths from 
consumption and 214 from pneumonia, as 
against — and 174 from 
pneumonia during corresponding period 
of last year. 
The improvement in the sanitary quality 
of the water shows its effect in a reduction 
of deaths from the impure water diseases, 
but there is still need for caution in the 
use of the hydrant supply by the young 
and non-immune.”’

Schedule Thought to Be Fair for 


[WHAT OKLAHOMA CLAIMS. 


Territory, Soon to Celebrate Its Tenth 
Birthday, Almost Ready for 
Statehood. 


Guthrie, O. T., Dec. 24.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Oklahoma is looking toward 
statchood with great earnestness and may 
in the near future push its claims irrespec- 
tive of a disposition on the part of some of 
tne people to wait for Indian Territory. 

On April 22 next the Territory will cele- 
brate the tcnth anniversary of the day when 
an army of boomers surged south of the 
Cherokee strip and occupied the lands be- 
tween the Cimarron and Canadian Rivers. 

W. H. Mead, Alderman of the Town of 
Kingfisher, tells the story of Oklahoma of 
today: 

There aro now in Oklahoma abouf 325,- 
000 people, Americans being in the majority. 

„The principal towns are Perry, Gutnrie, 
Oklahyma City, Enid, Hennessy, Kingfisher, 
and El Reno. 

Ot these Perry, Guthrie, Enid, Hennessy, 
and Kingfisher have been settled by North- 
ern people, while Southerners populate dhe 
other localities. 

In the matter of utilizing its schoot lands 
and in building and maintaining public and 
private schools the Territory, its peopie 
claim, is furnishing a good example. 

While some States reserve the sixteenth 
and thirty-second sections for school pur- 
poses, Oklahoma retains also the thirteenth 
and thirty-third sections. These lands are 
being leased and produce a good revenue. 

‘* By the law of the Territory the Governor, 
Attorney General, and Secretary of the 
Territory constitute a committee to lease 
the land and under its administration the 
sections produce from $50,000 to $200,000 a 
year for agricultural purposes. 

The school fund now provides $1.15 per 
capita. 

In the matter of institutions the Terri- 
tory nas made- progress, having provided a 
substantial insane asylum and has in ope- 
ration a modern norma! school at Alva in the 
Cherokee strip. 

“Private capital has also established at 
a cost of $75,000 a college at Kingfisher. 

„Railroads have made good progress in 
the Territory. The Santa Fé has an excel- 
lent main @ine to the gulf and a new road 
tapping the coal fields has been completed. = 

„Oklahoma this year raised 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat, while millions of bushelis 
of corn are being fed to hogs and cattle and 
shipped to Chicago in that shape. 

„In a single year the railroads hauled 


north 4,700 cars of cattle and hogs.”
